Passes Away.

David 
II. 
Graham, 
kno wn as the “ grand o ld man” o f 
Rushville died this mo rning at fo ur 
o ’clo ck. 
The end came peacefully 
<tnd he was relieved a fter mo nths o f 
suffering. 
His death was the result 
o f a co mplicatio n o f diseases. Since 
la st February he had been critically 
ill and the end had been expected a l­ 
mo st daily since that time. 
Ho wever, 
he had been much wo rse since Tues­ 
day , and the family y esterday rea l­ 
ized that he co uld no t live thro ugh 
’he night. 
Altho ugh his death had been ex­ 
pected fo r so me time the anno unce­ 
ment o f the death ©f Mr. Graham is 
a deep sho ck to Rushville. 
He was 
the grand o ld man o f the city and al- 


by the y o ungsters, he climbed to the 
ro o f, and put a clab bo ard o ver the 
chimney ’. 
The y o ungsters were mo re 
than glad to let him in, and do it real 
quickly . 
He was a lway s 
fo nd 
o f 
talking o f his experiences a s a scho o l 
teacher and if any man ever lo ved 
children he did. 
By hard wo rk Mr. Graham man­ 
aged to save $36 and with so me little 
help which his fa ther was able to 
give him he went to Hano ver co llege. 
He remained there six mo nths and 
sho wed much ability in his wo rk. 
lie 
| then o btained a po sitio n teaching in 
the scho o l which he had attended and 
fo r three y ears wa s an instructo r in 
the Rey no ldsburg academy . 
An acquaintance with 
a 
fo rmer 
scho o l mate ripened into a lo ve affair 
which culminated in his marriage to 
Miss Caro line Adams. After his mar­ 
riage he taught in the 
academy 
at 
New Washingto n in 
Clark 
co unty , 
Indiana. 
In 18 62 he mo ved to Madi 
so n and became the superintendent o f 
the Madiso n public scho o ls. 
It was 
here he had so me thrilling experi­ 
ences during the war o f the rebellio n. 
Since Madiso n wa s o n the Ohio river 
there was co nsiderable fea r fo r so me 
time that the Co nfederates wo uld try 
to invade the city . 
Vo lunteer co m­ 
panies were o rganized and remained 
o n duty night and day .

he had been clo sely identified with the 
a ctivities o f the city and his interest 
was ever in the things that were help- 
fnl and beneficial to humanity . 
No t 
o nly did he make friends while he 
was engaged in active scho o l wo rk 
but a fter he retired fro m active ser­ 
vice he wa s regarded as the ideal 
man by scho o l children and o lder 
felks a s well. 
Many is the time that he bro ught 
Tears to the ey es o f the scho o l child­ 
ren a s he to ld them in his quavering 
vo ice o f the early day s in which he 
was co nnected with the scho o l— and 
ever did he make o ne o f these talks 
witho ut impressing o n the pupils o f 
*he scho o l ho w much he lo ved them. 
Mr. Graham w a s bo m J anuary 13, 
18 26, in Franklin co unty , Ohio , and 
¿ it the time o f his death was eighty - 
three y ears o ld. 
His birthplace wa s 
si lo g cabin o n the Natio nal ro ad, and 
fo r eighteen y ears he lived there and 
with his parents, Mr. and Mrs. W il­ 
liam G. Graham, endured the hard­ 
ships o f life 
in 
the 
uncultivated 
co untry . 
He was the eldest o f three 
chilldren, his two bro thers being An­ 
drew and Tho mas W. 
Bo th o f Mr. 
Graham’s great grandfathers served 
m the Revo lutio n. 
When he was eighteen y ears o ld 
Mr. Graham entered the academy at 
Rey no lds, Ohio , and then o ne o f his 
first ambitio ns wa s realized. 
Since 
s\ mere bo y he had lo nged to go to 
scho o l and never lo st an o ppo rtunity 
to learn. 
In the two y ears he was at 
the academy he made the best o f the 
limited 
o ppo rtunities 
o ffered 
and 
fro m there Mr. Graham went to teach 
bis first scho o l. 
It 
wa s 
in 
Lo gan 
co unty , Ohio , abo ut seven miles no rth 
o f what is no w Bellfo untaine. 
Here he taught three mo nths in the 
y ea r, and twenty -fo ur da y s in each 
mo nth. 
He received fo r 
his 
wo rk 
fifty cents a day but saved pra cti­ 
ca lly every cent he made. 
He was 
wo rking to ward th,e o ne aim o f his 
life at that time— to get a higher edu­ 
catio n. 
He bo arded with the patro ns 
o f the scho o l and cho pped wo o d, to o k 
« are o f the children, and did cho res 
fo r his bo ard. 
His wa s the ty pical 
life o f the early scho o l teacher and 
until he was twenty -fo ur y ea rs o ld 
tie taught and went to scho o l alter­ 
nately . 
Then a s 
no w the 
children 
were 
fo nd o f jo kes o n the teacher and o ne 
o f Mr. Graham’s fa vo rite sto ries was 
o f the Christmas mo rning he went to 
the scho o l ho use and fo und that the

fused to let him in. No t to be do wned

In 18 65 Mr. Graham became su­ 
perintendent o f the publis scho o ls in 
Co lumbus and during the fo ur y ears 
he was there gained a warm place in 
the hearts o f the peo ple which never 
co o led. 
During the la st y ears o f his 
life Mr. Graham made frequent visits 
to Co lumbus, and was 
well 
kno wn 
there. 
It was 18 69 that Rushville had the 
go o d fo rtune to o btain the services 
o f Mr. Graham, and then began his 
residence in the city where he lived 
until his death. 
The scho o ls 
were 
po o rly o rganized 
but the city had 
gro wn to such an 
extent 
that 
a 
graded scho o l had beco me a neces­ 
sity . 
The autho rities ca st abo ut fo r 
suitable man to take charge and 
finally 
selected 
Mr. 
Graham. 
He 
came here and made a success o f a 
difficult task. 
It was his kind and sy mpathetic 
dispo sitio n, his ta ct and abo ve all 
his lo vable nature which acco mplish­ 
ed in sho rt time what wo uld have ta ­ 
ken many men y ears to acco mplish. 
In the scho o l at the time he came 
were the M isses 
Tho mso n, 
Fisher, 
Miller, Titt, and Williams who gave 
him valuable a ssista nce in his wo rk. 
In additio n to acting a s superintend­ 
ent o f the scho o ls Mr. Graham was a 
teacher and to day there are many 
peo ple living in 
Rush 
co unty 
who 
lo ved Mr. Graham almo st as they 
wo uld a father, and their acquaint­ 
ance started back in the seventies 
when he was their teacher. 
He was 
a lway s kno wn a s the first superin­ 
tendent o f the Rushville scho o ls and 
his life is clo sely interwo ven with the 
histo ry o f the scho o l.

T e xt of the Lesson, Acts xxvi, 19 -32. 
Memory Verses, 27-29 — Golden Text, 
II Tim. i, 12—Com m entary Prep ared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


After being two years or more a 
prisoner at Caesarea, Festus being gov­ 
ernor instead of Felix and having gone 
up to Jerusalem, the high priest and 
chief of the Jew s inform him against 
Paul and desire him to bring Paul to 
Jerusalem , intending, if he consented, 
to lay in wait for him and kill him. 
Festus replied that they must come to 
Caesarea and there appear against him. 
This they did; but, as before, it was 
simply a case • of complaints which 
they could not prove. In reply to Jus­ 
tus’ question, •■Wilt thou go up to Jeru ­ 
salem and there be judged?” he ap­ 
pealed to Caesar. 
King Agrippa hav­ 
ing come to visit Festus, the case is 
brought to his attention as one of Jew ­ 
ish superstition concerning one Jesus 
who was dead, but whom Paul affirm- 
vd to be alive (xxv, 19 ). 
The world 
« ’ares just about as much today about 
Him of whom they spake as “one Je­ 
sus,” and the church does not com­ 
mend Him to the world much more, 
j 
if any, than the Jews did their God, 
of whom they cried, “Hear, O Israel,' 
the Lord our God is one Lord*’ (Deut. 
vi, 4). 
Agrippa and Bernice having entered 
the place of hearing with great pomp, 
accompanied by the chief captains and 
principal tuen of the city, l’aul is 
brought before them, and, after a brief 
statem ent by Festus, i’aul is permit­ 
ted to speak for himself. 
He told of 
bis early life as a Pharisee and his zeal 
against the followers of Jesus until 
the risen and ascended Christ met him 
on the way to Damascus, saved him 
and made him His messenger to the 
gentiles to turn them from darkness 
to light and from the power of Satan 
unto God, that they might receive for­ 
giveness of sins and inheritance among 
them are sanctified by faith in Christ. 
He told how, in obedience to the vision 
from heaven, he had at Damascus, 
Jerusalem , throughout Judea and to 
the gentiles preached that they should 
repent and turn to God and prove the 
reality of it in their lives; that all their 
prophets had testified that the Mes­ 
siah of Israel should suffer and die 
and rise from the dead and that He 
should 
through 
Israel, 
the 
twelve 
tribes, give light to the gentiles after 
the resurrection at the second coming 
of Christ. 
Along this line of truth as 
to the teaching of the prophets and the 
fulfillment of their predictions both 
Peter and Stephen and our Lord Him­ 
self, in Luke xxiv, all taught. 
It is 
the one story which the Scriptures tell 
and authorize us to tell, that Israel’s 
Messiah shall bless the world through 
Israel. 
On the way to Damascus Jesus had 
revealed Himself to Saul as truly the 
Messiah, hut had also at some time 
taught him a mystery not revealed in 
the prophets—that during Israel’s re­ 
jection because of their rejection of 
their Messiah He would gather from 
all nations a people called the church. 
His body, who should by discipline 
here be fitted to come with Christ in 
His glory and reign with Him in Ilis 
kingdom, when Jerusalem shall be the 
throne of the Lord and Israel a right­ 
eous nation. 
It is our privilege, as it 
was Paul’s, to go into all the world 
with the glad tidings of forgiveness of 
sins for all who will receive the Lord 
Jesus because of His suffering for 
sins, the just for the unjust, that He 
night bring us to (iod.

to this age truly receive Him shall be 
m anifested, with

As to the mystery of thjs age 
specially revealed to Paul, see lioiu 
xi, 25-27; xvi. 25. 20; Eph. iii. etv 
We may be quite sure that that com 
pany of earth’* great ones never heard 
a story like this before, and we do not 
wonder that Festus said with a loud 
voice, “Paul, thou art beside thyself; 
much learning doth make thee mad” 
(24). 
There are very few companies 
of the Lord’s people (so called) who to­ 
day know the story a3 Paul set it 
forth that day, and where there is a 
preacher who thus believes and teaches 
he is not ap t to be counted a man of 
much learning, but, rather, an unlearn­ 
ed man, vveakminded, mentally unbal­ 
anced. 
We can reply, as Paul did. 
“We are not mad. but speak forth the 
words of truth and soberness” (25). 
The test question is that which Paul 
addressed to Agrippa, “Believest thou 
the prophets?” for “surely the Lord 
God will do nothing, but He reveal- 
eth His secret unto Ills servants the 
prophets” (Amos lii, 7). 
In Agrippa’s reply there are three 
words which are specially full of sig­ 
nificance, “almost a Christian.” 
We 
think of another, “not far from the 
kingdom of God,” but we remember 
that all who were not actually in the 
ark with Noah perished, and then 
those startling words. “He that hath 
not the Son of God hath not life;” 
“He that believeth not the Son shall 
not see life, but the wrath of God 
abldeth on him” (I John v. 12; John 
ill, 30). 
So that “almost a Christian” 
simply means “lost,” but who can tell 
the meaning of that word? May none 
who read ever know the doom of the 
lost 
Wltlj a burning heart and with 
burning words Paul declared his long­ 
ing that not only Agrippa. but all who 
heard him that day, might stand 
In 
Christ as he did

honest report. 
The majority were 
against him, and his counsel was dis­ 
regarded. 
But his seeming failure 
was finally a success, for he and Caleb 
were on tbe Lord’s side, and they of ail 
the original hosts of Israel who came 
out of Egypt entered the promised 
land. 
The mantle of Moses fell upon 
him when that great leader nud law­ 
giver died, and he was a most worthy 
successor of his distinguished prede­ 
cessor. 
Canaan was conquered. 
The 
land was peaceably divided. 
In g o o d 
old age Joshua died after delivering 
to his fellow countrymen a most in­ 
spiring address, which has had an in 
flueuce upon all succeeding generations 
of his own people as well as upon 
Christianity, the flower and fruit of 
Judaism. 
Such success In high plaees is not 
possible to all. 
But tie who In any 
walk of life fully meets the duties and 
responsibilities that fail to his lot a t­ 
tains as great success in life In degree 
if not in kind as Joshua did. Success­ 
ful lives explain the cause of life’s j 
failures by contrast. 
If all men and j 
women possessed tlie characteristics ! 
of Joshua and wrought into their lives 
j 
the elements that were woven into his 
j 
there would be no failures. 
But, alas, 
in too many instances such is not the 
case! The result is that life's pathway 
is strew n with many wrecks and fail­ 
ures. Contrasting such lives with that 
of Joshua, let us study the causes of 
these failures. 
1. Joshua was a firm believer in God 
and a true follower of God’s com­ 
mands. God was writ large lu the en­ 
tire life of Joshua. 
Its opening at 
Itephidim was mingled with an ap­ 
peal to God. 
As the successor of 
Mo ses he had the promise of God to 
be with him, which lie believed. 
His 
life work closed with an appeal to 
; Israel to put away idols and to serve 
' their God. 
No life is a failure that 
gives God His proper place in it. 
Ev­ 
ery life is a failure that does not do so. 
Many keep God out of their life. 
Dis­ 
obedience to His commands explains 
I the vast majority of failures. 
If we 
would avoid failure let us therefore 
give God a still larger place both in 
our inward and outward lives, 
i 
2 . Joshua had capacity for thought 
and labor. 
He had mental ability and 
used it. 
He had physical endurance 
and preserved it. Genius has been de­ 
fined as “the capacity for hard work.”

But how

not succeeded in life through failure 
to use their splendid gifts! They have 
Idly dreamed life away or wrecked it 
through dissipation. 
How many pos­ 
sessed of physical capacity have fail­ 
ed in accomplishing anything iu life! 
Thus talents have lain dormant. 
In 
idleness or as human parasites they 
have made their lives failures. 
If the 
Ingenuity and perseverance of half the 
idle bums and beggars in the world 
were put into legitimate channels of 
business they would produce success. 
But some may disclaim the posses­ 
sion of capacity. 
If this be entirely 
so they should become the wards of 
the state and taken care of. 
But It Is 
not usually so. only an excuse for 
failure to do life’s work. 
Moreover, 
capacity Increases with use. 
Christ 
taught this fact in the parable of the 
talents. 
Joshua Increased in military 
mastership, as he used that which he 
possessed. 
Our capacity for doing 
things may seein small to us, but hav­ 
ing something to do and doing it to 
the very best of our ability will pro­ 
duce results of which we have never 
even dared to dream. 
3. Joshua had self reliauee, founded 
upon his reliance iu God. 
Self reli­ 
ance, ^confidence in one’s ability to do 
things. Is a great factor in success. 
The absence of it is a great factor in 
failure. 
Iu tbe most critical period of 
bis life the Lord said to Joshua: “As 1 
was with Moses, so 1 will be with thee. 
* * * Be strong and of good courage.”

Calvin Stotklin is Run Down by Big 


Four Train and Suffers Painful 


Injury. 


HAS BROTHER NEAR THIS CITY 


Victim of Accident Being Cared For 


by the Township Trustee at 


Greensburg. 


Calvin Stotklin, 23 years old sacri­ 
ficed a leg to 
save 
his life 
near 
Greensburg Wednesday night. 
Stol- 
klin says he has a brother working 
near Rushville, but the man is no 
known in this city. 
The victim of 
the accident says his home is in 
Pittsburg. 


The Greensburg News has the fol­ 
lowing account of the accident: 
The accident 
occurred 
between 
nine and ten o’clock. 
Wednesday 
night, Stotklin, who is a stranger in 
this locality, was walking west on 
the railroad tracks near Adams. 
He 
did not know of the trestle, nor had 
he any idea what time a train was 
due. 
When he came to the bridge he 
started to cross. 
About midway he 
heard the approach of a train, whic’i 
proved to be west bound 99. 
As he 
hastened to get 
off the 
trestle his 
foot became entangled between the 
ties and he was held a prisoner. 
He 
could neither go forward nor back­ 
ward. 
The train approached swiftly, 
and though Stotklin cried out with aii 
his might he failed to make the en­ 
gineer hear his 
calls or 
note his 
signals. 


When he 
realized that it was a 
desperate chance for death for him, 
lie, with rare presence of mind, threw 
himself to 
one side, 
clear of the 
track and permitted the train to pass 
over his leg. 
After the train had 
passed, with wonderful fortitude, the 
badly injured man dragged himseli 
off the trestle to the side of the road 
bed, where his cries attracted the at 
tention of Ed Huffman about half 
past eleven. 
Help was immediately 
obtained and the 
unfortunate man 
was conveyed to the railroad station 
at Adams, where Dr. Williams of St. 
Paul, and Dr. Tremain of 
Adams, 
amputated the mutilated foot. 
The young man was still at the 
station 
Thursday 
morning as 
his 
condition was such that it would be 
prcfbably fatal to move him. 
He has 
a brother working near 
Rushville, 
who will be notified of the accident. 
At present the affair is being looked 
after by the trustee of Adams town­ 
ship, Arthur Toothman, and the suf­ 
ferer is 
receiving 
every 
attention 
possible.

Edgar W. Plummer, a Former Rush 


County Man, Killed on Indiana 


Union Traction Car. 


BODY IS BROUGHT BACK HERE 


Had Many Friends and Relatives in 


This County—Worked For 


Madden Brothers. 


Edgar W. Plummer, who formerly 
lived in this county and 
who 
has 
many relatives living in this county, 
was Sailed by electricity at Carmel, 
near 
Indianapolis, 
yesterday. 
He 
was connected with the Madden com­ 
pany foundry for some time and was 
also with the I. & C. traction com­ 
pany several months. 
He had many 
friends in this city. 
The Indiana­ 
polis Star says of the accident: 
Crossed wires and a defective tele­ 
phone receiver are supposed to have 
been responsible for the death-of E d ­ 
gar W . Plummer, 40 years old, a mo- 
tonnan in the employ of the Indiana 
Union Traction 
company, who was 
electrocuted 
while 
endeavoring 
to 
telephone from his car at a siding, 
near Oannel, 
Ind., yesterday. 
He 
lived only a minute or so after the 
accident, and his body was brought 
to this city and taken to the family 
home 
at 
1802 
East 
Washington 
street. 
Plummer uttered just one cry as he 
lifted the receiver from its hook a f­ 
ter Clyde Clarkson, conductor, had 
made, a connection with an instru­ 
ment on a telephone pfle at the side 
of the switch. Then he fell backward 
in the vestibule. 
Clarkson knocked 
the receiver to the floor as quickly as 
possible and got a slight shock in so 
doing. 
He held a wooden handle in 
making the original connection and 
that probably saved him from serious 
injury. 
Several men riding in the smoking 
apartment did what they could to re­ 
vive Plummer, but their efforts were 
of no avail, and he died after making 
the single outcry of pain. 
Clarkson 
staggered 
against the 
side of the 
vestibule, hut recovered himself and 
joined with the passengers in an at­ 
tempt to save Plummer. 
The car, which was a Logan sport 
limited, due here about neon, carried 
more than 
fifty men, 
women and 
children, many of whom were pros 
trated by the tragedy. 
Some of the 
men who were composed examined 
existing 
conditions 
and 
convinced 
themselves that 
crossed wires and 
the telephone 
receiver 
were 
re­ 
sponsible. 
They say high tension and tele 
phone wires in some way became en­ 
tangled and the 
charge 
was coin- 
municated to 
Plummer 
{when he 
touched the 
metal 
portion of the 
trumphet. 
They believed a celluloid 
covering should have enclosed the 
steel back as under such conditions 
the fatality might have been avoided. 
Representatives of the traction com­ 
pany, however, state that the receiv­ 
er was in good condition and similar 
to those used on other cars and the 
mishap resulted from Plummer’s mis 
take in touching the metal. 
They 
say he was regularly employed as a 
conductor and had made only a few 
runs as motormon. 
Conductor Clarkson took charge 
of the car after the accident, and the 
body was transferred Jo an ambu­ 
lance 
upon 
arriving 
at 
Thirtieth 
street and College avenue. 
Passen 
ge.rs also alighted there and finished 
their trips down town on city cars. 
Plummer’s body 
was 
removed to 
Flanner & Buchanan’s 
morgue and 
then to the family residence immedi­ 
ately and Coroner Blackwell was no­ 
tified. 
The deceased is survived by 
a widow* and son and other relatives 
who live near Arlington, Ind. 
The body of Edgar Plummer* ar­ 
rived here this 
afternoon at 3:40 
o’clock over the C. H. & D. and was 
taken to the home of Nathan Ar- 
buckle in Homer. 
The funeral ser­ 
vices will be held at the Hotaer Bap­ 
tist church tomorrow afternoon Rt 2 
o’clock, conducted by the Rev. R. B. 
Layton. 
Burial will be in the Hurst 


cemetery.

the new high school building is called 
the Graham school and long after the 
pupils have followed their teacher to 
the other world, this building will 
stand as a monument to the first su­ 
perintendent. 
He retired 
from 
the 
public schools in 1883 and became 
a teacher in a private school for two 
years. 
In 1890 he accepted a posi­ 
tion in the Rushville academy which 
was established by his brother A n­ 
drew Graham. 
Then he retired from 
school work and spent the remainder 
of his life in making other people 
happy. 
He built cottages and rented them 
to poor people and then helped them 
to buy homes at reasonable prices, 
lie became interested in other enter­ 
prises and bought stock in the Innis, 
Pearce & Co. factory. 
In 1886 he was elected treasurer of 
Rushville on the Republican ticket. 
The saddest blow of his life was 
the death of his wife in 1900. Mrs. 
Graham died suddenly and the lo?s 
of his life long companion cast a 
shadow over his life which was never 
removed. 
But never did his efforts 
to make others happy cease. 
To the 
last moment his thoughts were of 
those around him. 
He was a pillar of the United Pres­ 
byterian church and when he had 
good health, wfliich w*as only a fewr 
months ago, he was seldom known to 
be absent from a church service no 
matter how bad the weather. He was 
an elder in the church from the time 
of its organization in 1879. Professor 
Graham’s help and presence in the 
church came to be as much an ac­ 
cepted thing as the work of the min­ 
ister. 
A rather peculiar thing in connec­ 
tion with Mr. Graham’s death is that 
it followed so closely the demise of 
Paul Kerr. 
Both these men had been 
closely associated for many 
years 
and both had been 
elders in 
the 
United Presbyterian church since its 
founding in 1879. 
Likewise 
both 
were 
stockholders in 
the Innis, 
Pearce & Company factory at the 
time of their deaths. 
Mr. Graham is survived by three 
children, Mrs. Anna Ong of Colum­ 
bus, Mrs. Minnie Ditmars and Mrs. 
Etta Ditmars of Franklin. 
The funeral services wflll be held 
Monday 
afternoon at the 
United 
Presbyterian church at 1:30 o’clock, 
conducted 
by 
Rev. W . II. Clark.
